A. The subcommittee finds the professional resources available in the government 
fairly adequate to meet the needs of the United States in the field of foreign 
population and manpower research-. The professional capabilities of the 
practicing researchers’ are a high vitality. Deficiencies in the data available 
for many strategic countries continue to present problems in methodology and 
analysis ■ Regional data, i.u particular, ai - e scanty in scope. 

B. Conclusions of the subcommittee on the allocation of research responsibilities 

among member agencies : 

Cl) ti-2 to handle questions of military manpower and total population. 

(2) A»2 to treat questions of air force manpower and to analyze {general 
problems of the distribution of population and, manpower, especially in 
strategic target areas 

(3) $-2 to handle questions of naval manpower and the population of strategic 
target and port areas 

(d) Labor to toe concerned with labor economies, labor conditions and estimates 
of labor force and of labor productivity for any country. 

( 5 ) State to be concerned with HIS production, and in general with: estimates 
of population and manpower for all countries of the world .

A. Distribution of the labor Force fey industry. Census has contributed two 
studies in this field, for RiB.4u.nia and Poland. CM. is currently engaged in 
similar studies for other Satellites . Census and CIA will coordinate efforts 
to analyze the data on .labor force distribution given in the new Soviet hand- 
bo ok .for the USSR. CIA has contributed a study on the labor force of Chine in 
thin field. In fiscal year 1957 CIA plans to analyze the distribution of 
agricultural labor in China by province. 


B» Productivity of labor in the Soviet Bloc, .projects, have been published in 
iris field only for the USSR, for Industrial and agricultural labor. labor 
has collected a large body of information and has developed plans, for analysis 
of labor productivity in industry in Czechoslovakia and Poland, 


C- Population and Manpower in Strategic Areas . Air, Census .. and CIA are co- 
ordinating studies of strategic areas. Several nave been published in the 
past year . Store and better data are available by province and region . 


Discussion of Basic Statistics and of Research Method. 


A relatively wide area of agreement on basic data and method is a recurrent 
characteristic of the working relationships of the members of tae subcommittee
